TAMPA, Fla. (AP) - A killer 


before reaching the U. S, main- 
land, hurricane Abby churned 
Gulf of Mexico waters today 
with 75-mile-an-hour winds and 
threatened the Florida west 
coast with storm tides and tor- 
rential rains. 


Flood and tornado warnings 


were issued for parts of central 
and south Florida. Coastal re- 
gions braced for tides 2 to 5 feet 
above normal. 


Dawn found Tampa dark and 


rainy. But to the south, at Sara- 
sota, skies were clear. 


"The calm before the storm," 


said a spokesman at the Saraso- 
ta sheriff's department. 
;-After howling through western 


Cuba, forcing thousands of per- 
sons to evacute, Abby plowed 
stop-and-go on an erratic course 
toward the Tampa Bay area 
where a million peope live. 


At 6 a.m., EOT, Abby was 


centered 
near 
Latitude 26.5 


north, Longitude 82.5 west or 
about 30 miles west of Fort 
Myers. Surface reports indicat- 
ed the hurricane, the first of the 
1968 season, was moving toward 
the northeast at 10 m.p.h. 


"Abby is just barely of hurri- 


cane force," the National Hurri- 
cane Center said. But forecast- 
ers warned residents to batten 
down and advised small craft 
around the entire Florida penin- 
sula to stay in port. 


Abby was forecast to churn

Communist party, and the news 
media, and freedom of meetings 
and demonstrations. 


— Reorganization of the uni- 


versity and equal participation 
of students in all bodies where 
essential problems of the coun- 
try are solved. 


—Democratization of educa- 


tional staff elections. 


The student unrest so far has 


stirred up nothing more than cu- 
riosity among Belgrade citizens. 
But Communist party leaders 
fear that poorly paid factory 
workers might be persuaded to 
join the revolt especially since 
the authorities have made clear 
that they are willing to grant at 
least some of the student de- 
mands. 


Workers met in some Bel- 


grade factories Monday and ap- 
pealed to the students to "pro- 
ceed democratically" and not 
use force.

Long, Tough, 
Says Johnson

GLASSBORO, N.J. (AP) - 


President Johnson revisiting the 
site of his year-ago summit 
talks with Soviet Premier Alexi 
N, Kosygln, said today the road 
to peace in Vietnam will be slow 
and tough- but it would be less 
rocky If the United States and 
Russia "are willing to travel 
part way together." 


Johnson, In remarks prepared 


for commencement exercises at 
Glassboro State College, made 
what amounted to an appeal for 
newer, closer American-Soviet 
cooperation. He said he wanted 
to move "from war to peace, 
from hostility to reconciliation, 
from stalemate to progress." 


The President said In the pre- 


liminary Vietnam peace talks in 
Paris the United States so far 
has "met with little more than 
bellicose statements and eva- 
slons" from Hanoi's representa- 
tives. 


This was part of his appeal to 


the Soviets, too, In enunciating 
his view of a major principle In 
the search for peace. 


"The road there (in Hanoi) is 


far less rocky when the world's 
two greatest powers— the United 
States and the Soviet Union- 
are willing to travel part way 
together," the President said. 


Johnson was unabashed In so- 


liciting flatly the good will and 
help of Russia in seeking an end 
to the Vietnam fighting and 
leaving "this world a little more 
orderly than we found it." 


The President told the 1,051 


graduates that since his summit 
meeting with Kosygin at Holly- 
bush, the home of the college 
president, cooperation between 
the two nations had reached 
new heights. 


"Although old antagonisms 


have not been erased," Johnson 
asserted, "we have proved that 
our two countries can behave as 
responsible 
members of the 


family of nations." 


Johnson left little doubt that 


he'd welcome more of the same. 


Suggesting new avenues of 


American-Soviet cooperation in 
studying the human environ- 
ment and exploring the world's 
resources— from ocean floors to 
tropical rain forests— Johnson 
said, •'"It 
'is .'by 
'srnSit 


treaties '..'. that we will weave 
a strong fabric of peace in the 
world."

Washington In his Air Force jet, 
landing at Pennsylvania Air Na- 
tional Guard ramp at Philadel-

Little Doubt 
Politics Ruled 
Legislature

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


third round In the battle be- 
tween 
a Republican governor 


and a Democratic-minded leg- 
islature has ended with both 
sides generally agreeing on on- 
ly one point—that the 9-day 
session 
concluded 
Thursday 


was a political one. 


Republicans were contending 


that it was a "do-nothing" legis- 
lature that compounded rather 
than resolved a financial dilem- 
ma facing the state In the areas 
of prisons, public schools, col- 
leges and universities and wel- 
fare. 


Democrats w e r e claim - 


ing that a stop-gap method of 
financing 
had 
been produced 


and that any wrinkles could be 
ironed out in January when the 
1969. General Assembly con- 
venes in regular session. 


The thing that had been ob- 


vious from the start proved 
true - 
that the legislature 


wouldn't enact any tax meas- 
ures. In fact, the legislators 
clobbered all the tax proposals 
placed in the call by Gov. 
Winthrop Rockefeller. 


The House trounced three 


tobacco tax bills and another 
to levy a tax on the transfer 
of real property. The Senate 
had only one opportunity to vote 
on a tax bill and defeated that 
measure by six votes. It came 
on the final day on a tobacco 
tax measure drafted by the 
legislature. 


The question as to which 


party gained the upper hand 
during the session remained 
perplexing. 


Most observers had agreed 


that the legislature had held 
the advantage until the last day 
of the session when confusion 
existed over bills to transfer 
funds and provide for the ex- 
penditure 
of 
unencumbered 


balances. The House also pass- 
ed and sent to the governor a 
Senate bill to give the Welfare 
Department $500,000 earmark- 
ed for nursing home aid.

Arkansas Supreme Court ruled 
Monday that municipalities can 
be held responsible for dam- 
ages caused by negligence of 
city employes.

: The possibility of such a tax 
package was suggested by the 
President Jan. 1 as part of his 
program to reduce by $3 billion 
this year the U.S. balance of 
payments deficit. 
l Despite congressional senti- 
ment for import quotas, it ap- 
pears unlikely the Ways and 
Means Committee will approve 
what the protectionsists ask. It 
could request the administra- 
tion, however, to reach volun- 
tary agreement with other na- 
tions to limit imports, especially 
on textiles. 


It was the 1962 act—a major 


proposal by President John F. 
Kennedy—which 
led to last 


year's agreement in the so- 
called Kennedy Round of trade 
negotiations to reduce tariffs an 
average of 35 per cent on thou- 
sands of imported goods. Other 
nations pledged similar cuts on 
U.S. exports.

German Sub 


NORFOLK, Va. (AP) - A 


hulk found off Cape Henry by 
divers hunting for the missing 
submarine Scorpion may be the 
German submarine U-548, de- 
stroyed by U.S. warships April 
30, 1945, seven days before V-E 
Day. 


The submarine Pargo detect- 


ed the hulk last Friday 70 miles 
east-northeast of Cape Henry. 
Divers descended 180 feet to the 
ocean floor from the submarine 
rescue ship Sunbird. They re- 
ported the hulk was about 250 
feet long. 


One of the divers, Chief Ma- 


chinists Mate Ronald C. Hall, 
told Capt. John Caruso, a physi- 
cian aboard the Sunbird, that 
the barnacle-encrusted sub ap- 
peared to be in an upright posi- 
tion and partly embedded In the 
ocean floor. 
"His visibility was 40 or 50 
per cent," Caruso said, "and he

bviously The Star's presen- 
tation 
of television logs 


leaves something to be de- 


sired— and we have an improve- 
ment on the way. 


With the community TV facility 


bringing in Little Rock's three 
channels and the educational out- 
let at Conway Hope urban resi- 
dents have eight channels avail- 
able: Shreveport 3, Little Rock 
3; El Dorado, and Conway edu- 
cational. Daily composition of so 
large a number poses problems 
for a small-city newspaper. 


We have resolved 
them for 


the present by photographing the 
original 
typewritten logs fur- 


nished us by the individual sta- 
tions. But this hasn't been satis- 
factory. 


We have to group the logs for 


photographic sessions, a job 
executed well in advance of pub- 
lication — and some of the 
stations are late getting their 
copy to us. Also, the stations 
don't seem to agree on a uni- 
form typing system, resulting in 
a ragged picture in print — and 
the Conway educational outlet has 
a log format which forbids its use 
in any photo setup. 


Therefore we seldom have in 


print more than four of the eight 
logs supposed to be available. 


In about two weeks we expect 


to remedy this by re typing all the 
logs "in a new format — grouping 
offerings by time slots. At 6:30 
p.m. you will have all the pro- 
grams listed for that time, and 
so forth. And the type will be 
sharp and bright, conforming to 
the type face used by the shop 
Just-0-Writers which transcribe 
our telegraph and local news 
stories. 


The delay occurs while we are 


waiting on delivery of an IBM 
electric typewriter with a type 
face matching our shop's auto- 
matic typewriters (Just/O - 
Writers). Some'time agcr IBM 
developed a machine with an 
interchangeable type ball, and as 
soon as they conquered the bugs 
in it they had a machine per- 
fectly suited to newspaper pro- 
duction. 


The reason is this: On occasion 


newspapers change their type 
face in the shop. Over the years 
The Star has gone from 7-point 
Textype to 8pt Corona and finally 
9pt Corona, in Linotype faces, 
and now Opt on the typewriter- 
like Just-0-Writers. 


But this type variable poses 


a problem for the office. In order 
to bring the office machines into 
line with the shop machines we 
have to have something which 
will permit a type switch with- 
out having to buy a whole batch 
of new typewriters. The prob- 
lem is always before us, be- 
cause the time will come when 
we throw out the shop Just - 0 - 
Writers and install high-speed 
photographic composers, result- 
ing in a type-face change which 
our office machines must be pre- 
pared to match, IBM's system 
by which you keep the typewriter 
but install a new type ball solves 
the problem.
